S a n F r a n c is c o , August 1st.—The State 
Prison Investigating Committee reassembled 
this morning at the office of the Prison Di­ 
rectors, 410 Kearny street. 


p o l it ic a l a s s e s s m e n t. 
J. V. Ellis, the clerk of the San (juentin 
Prison, was recaUed, and testified relative to 
an assessment levied at San Quentin during 
the last Presidential campaign for political 
purposes. He stated that some of the officers 
got together and had “ a kind of a talk.” The 
result of this talk was that they decided 
to levy an assessment of 20 per cent, of one 
month's salary on all the employes of the 
prison who were wiUing to pay it. 
Witness, 
while approving of the assessment, and con­ 
tributing to it himself, refused to collect it, 
and consequently could not state exactly the 
total amount contributed; knew, hewever, 
that one month it had footed up over $300, 
and admitted, when interrogated by the 
Chairman of the Commission, who clsimed 
to know the exact amount, that it aggregated 
3bout $850. His understanding was that the 
contributions were voluntary. The Demo­ 
crats as well as the Republicans had willingly 
contributed their quota and worked for Car- 
field while they voted for Hancock. There 
were only three men connected with the 
institution who had declined to subscribe. 
One resigned shortly after, and a second was 
discharged. The fate of the third was not 
inquired into. Witnees avowed (hat he voted 
for what he considered the best men, irre­ 
spective of party, and in the contest between 
Haight and Gorham had voted for the for­ 
mer, and would do bo again if an opportunity 
offered. 
He admitted that his legal residence 
was in San Francisco, but being connected 
with the prison he felt interested in seeing it 
go Republican. 


a d ir e c t o r's m il e a g e c h a r g e s. 
Director KverBon was next recalled and in­ 
terrogated with reference to the trips which 
he had made from Oakland to zKtna Springs 
in July 18.31, and for which he had charged 
the State twenty cents » mile. 
In re­ 
sponse to the inquiries of the Commissioners 
as to what business of the State took him to 
and from the Springs, the witness said that 
residing there temporarily with his family he 
deemed it his residence and hence considered 
that it came within the scope of the law. 
By way of illustration, the Commissioners 
asked him if he went down to San Diego with 
his family, and W3s called by the business of 
the State to San Quentin, would he consider 
the former place his residence, and charge 
twenty cents a mile 
Witness replied in tho affirmative. 
His 
voucher containing the charge cited was ap 
proved by Directors Chapman and McNutt. 
He did not remember asking their opinion as 
to the constitutionality of his bill against tho 
State, nor did he thick they knew what his 
charge was. 
The fact was here elicited by the Chairman 
that Directors M cNutt and Chapman had 
approved Director Everson’s bill. Directors 
Everson and Ctapman bad approved Mc­ 
N utt’s bill, and Directors McNutt and Ever­ 
son had approved Chapman’s bill; also, that 
daring the same month Director Chapman 
had charged the State 20 cents a mile from 
Powellton, twenty miles from Chico,where he 
had a saw-mil!. 
Warden Ames audited 
these vouchers. 
The witness said that he did not examine 
them, but had sufficient confidence in the Di­ 
rectors to certify to them without so doing. 
The witness stated that bo wished to explain 
the fact that on one occasion Dr. McNutt, in 
traveling from San Francisco to Folsom, had 
charged for 330 miles, and he (the witness), in 
traveling the same distance, had charged only 
for 200. 
He accounted ft r this difference in 
mileage by saying that he had gone by way 
of Dantas and returned by way of Benicia, 
while Dr. McNutt had taken the longer route 
both ways. 
The Chairman Informed witness that the 
vouchers showed that both had traveled the 
same route. 
Witness said there must be an error in the 
voucher. 
'W itness was next asked to explain why in 
one month he had charged the State 20 cents 
a mile for eleven trips from Oakland to San 
Francisco and return. 
The witness replied that committee work 
in San Francisco was the occasion for these 
charges. He did business in San Francisco 
and lived in Oakland. He did not remember 
what it cost to go’to .Etna Springs. He 
testified that the negotiations for the pur­ 
chase of the brick lands were conducted by a 
committee of the B oard; did not know at 
whose instance the Legislature had appropri­ 
ated $15,000 for the parchase of the land; 
did not recollect when the Board entered Into 
a contract for the purchase of the jute ma­ 
chinery. 
THE ItOARD'3 SECRETARY. 
Jerome Spaulding, Secretary of the Board, 
was asked to read that part of the minutes 
which referred to this transaction. 
The only 
reference to this transaction which the Secre­ 
tary could find in the minutes was a motion 
made by Mr. Everson, and carried by the 
Board, that it proceed forthwith to contract 
with the firm of Fairbarn, Kennedy & Nay­ 
lor, of Leeds, England, for the purchase of 
jute machinary to cost $30,000. 


THE CONTRACT WITH THE WATER COMPANY, 
Mr. Everson was next examined with 
reference to the contract between the State 
and the Natoma W ater 
Company. 
He 
thought the contract was as good as when 
written. H . 1’. Livermore had agreed to pay 
the State fifty cents a day each for the labor 
of 350 convicts, to be employed on a canal. 
The only reason this work was not proceeded 
with was that the improvements of the 
prison were not complete. 


DR. CAST’S APPOINTMENT. 
After recess, Jerome Spaulding, Secrotary 
of the Board, was examined with reference to 
the letter written by him to Dr. Cary, noti­ 
fying the latter that he had been appointed 
by the Board Resident Physician of San 
Qnentin Prison. 
He testified that no action 
had been taken by the Board justifying him 
in writing such a letter, and did not re­ 
member 
that 
he had 
said, 
“ Elected 
by 
the Board.” 
He had written the 
letter 
at 
Mr. 
Everson’s 
request. 
He 
had 
investigated the matter thor­ 
oughly, and found no record in the min­ 
utes of any such action of the Board. The 
statement contained in the letter was an 
error. 
Mr. Everson explained that ha had 
merely asked the Secretary to notify Dr. 
Cary of his appointment l>y Judge Ames, not 
by the Board. 


CLERKSHIP OF THE COMMISSARY DEPARTMENT. 
Secretary Spaulding here read from the 
minutes the record of the fast that he had 
been instructed by the Board to notify G. W. 
Gilkeyson that it was the desire of the Board 
that he should proceed to Saa Quentin and 


acquaint himself with the duties as clerk of 
the Commissary Department. 
Mr. Everson stated that any action taken 
by the Board in that cane was informal, and 
should not have appeared in the minutes. 
The Commission, after requesting Mr, 
Spaulding to search the minutes of the Board, 
and make a memorandum of such portions of 
the minutes as related to the manufacture of 
jute, adjourned until to-morrow morning at 
10 o'clock.

In this case, how­ 
ever. some of the engineers on the Lord of 
the Isle had money at stake, which may ac­ 
count for the extra efforts on their part. ” It 
was only a question of a little more coal, so 
we shoved it in,” said the chief engineer to a 
Tribune reporter. 
“ We made Amoy in 
three days ami a half, and wt-re delayed 
there a week loading our vessel, while the 
Glen’s cargo was all ready for her and she 
sailed in two days. 
A t llongkoDg we 
found she 
had 
started before we ar­ 
rived, but we had gained on her a good 
deal. We reached Singapore just as the Glen- 
eritny was leaving, and didn’t see or hear of 
her till we were half way through the Sue/, 
canal. 
She reached Suez a day behind us. 
We would have been further ahead if a ter­ 
rific southwesterly storm had not delayed us 
in the Indian icean. Those white streaks 
that cover tho smokestack were made by 
waves that broke over the vessel. 
We had 
good weather through the Mediterranean, 
but were delayed by tho machinery get­ 
ting out of order. The Glen steamed into 
Gibraltar just as we were leaving there. Ex­ 
tra coal and work were used in crossing the 
Atlantic, and moderate weather helped us. 
Just as we sighted Sandy Hook we thought 
a vessel in the distance ahead of us was the 
Glen, but we were^ happily disappointed. 
Our rival came into New York six hours be­ 
hind us, aud that’s not a very big difference 
in a race of 14,000 miles.

Tho doctor, however, was convinced 
that tho singing was involuntary, and that 
the girl was entirely unconscious all the 
time. 
Sinie that time she has been in a very 
weak condition. 
Three Sundays ago the told 
her parents that she expected to see the 
Virgin Mary that evenirg, and a crowd of 
sympathizing Catholic neighbors «isited the 
house to see if her expectations would be re­ 
alized, 
As midnight approached many of them 
began to pray fervently, and presently, so 
her father says, a halo of light appeared on 
the whitewashed wall of Mary’s room, and 
soon afterward a woman’s figure about a foot 
high, clothed in a white garment and attend­ 
ed by two kneeling angels, was clearly por­ 
trayed. 
A crown, glittering with golden 
rays, was on the head of the figure, and sua- 
pedded above it was a crucifix. This was not 
the first time the girl claimed to have seen 
the vision, but it was tha first time it was 
seen by others. 
A number of witnesses de­ 
clared that they saw if. Since that night 
Maty and her family have seen similar vis­ 
ions three or four times, but by the doctoi’a 
orders visitors have been excluded.

THE 
CHINESE 
EDUCATIONAL 
EXPERI­ 
MENT. 


It is cow said that the recall of the Chi­ 
nese students from Hartford was really 
caused by the hostile report of a Chinese 
inspector who was sent over to this coun­ 
try to ascertain what progress the young 
raen were making, and whose conservatism 
was shocked at the advances they had 
made towards Americanization. 
This in­ 
spector was apparently an old fogy, who 
discovered the most alarming indications 
in the very changes to produce which the 
mission was established. 
Knowing noth­ 
ing himself of W estern civilization, and no 
doubt thinking that the llau-lien Univer­ 
sity still turns out the most accomplished 
scholars in the world, it was perfectly nat­ 
ural that he should report adversely. 
It 
is, of course, a serious misfortune for the 
Chinese youths who are thus compelled to 
relinquish their studies and to go back 
and bury themselves in the stupid ceremo­ 
nialism and mcdireval learning of their 
own country; and it is also a bad thing 
for China. 
These yonng men would, had 
they been allowed to finish their educa­ 
tion, have constituted a body of intelli­ 
gent instructors which might have leav­ 
ened 
the 
whole 
lump, 
and 
paved 
the 
way 
to 
a 
general 
educational 
reform movement. 
As it is, the conserva­ 
tive party has gained cne of those victo­ 
ries which cost so much more than defeats, 
and probably the educational impulse will 
be sensibly arrested for some time to come. 
It is noteworthy that the Japanese, though 
leaving to contend against quite a3 strong 
aud firmly rooted a conservatism as the 
Chinese, have in ten years proceeded with- 
o u ; a single halt or faltering on the road to 
a broader civilization. 
They have retained 
all that they have won, and they have 
continued to advance steadily despite the 
rebuffs and disappointments inseparable 
from the attem pt to graft new laws and 
doctrines upon old civllization-stems. 
In­ 
deed the Japanese progress is the most 
wonderful phenomenon ofj the nineteeth 
century. 
History furnishes no parallel to 
it. 
There is really nothing surprising in 
the backsliding of China, for it was an- 
teccdently improbable that so old and so 
set a people would he able to shake off 
the fetters of a conventionalism which 
has been 
moulding them during thou­ 
sands 
of 
years. 
W hatever energy 
sueh a people possesses it is in the naturo 
of the case extremely difficult for it to 
adopt radical changes in its modes of 
thought and action. 
The Japanese alone 
of all peoplea since history began to be 
w ritten, have even partially succeeded in 
doing this. Of course the changes in Japan 
are as yet more superficial than general; 
b at the encouraging fact there is that there 
is a general willingness to try the nswideas, 
whereas in China the prevailing attitude 
towards them is one of aggressive hostility. 
The inference from these facts is that Japan 
has capacities which must causo her to 
outstrip China in the race for a higher 
civilization, and that unless China succeeds 
in conquering 
her dominant prejudice 
and conservatism, she will not only be left 
behind, but be in danger of falling a victim 
to the paralyzing influence of the v r y 
forces which have givcsj her so long a 
lease of national existence. 


SOCIETY 
AND 
THE 
CONVICT, 


Victor Hugo, in Les Miserables, labored 
to show how remorselessly Society pur­ 
sues the convict, and how difficult it is for 
him to reform and lead an honest life, no 
m atter how earnestly he may make the 
endeavor. 
The testimony 
of 
Captain 
Lees, which we published yeBterday, fully 
confirms lh¡3 view. 
I t would indeed be 
impossible to cite a more striking illustra­ 
tion of it than one of the cases narrated 
by him. 
A young man had committed a 
crime, and been sent to the penitentiary. 
On leaving it at the expiration of his sen­ 
tence he resolved to reform, and he was 
fortunately assisted by friends to a posi­ 
tion in a business house. 
There he con­ 
ducted himself eo well and displayed so 
much ability, th at he was rapidly pro­ 
moted, until in a few years he had become 
virtually the manager of the business, the 
right-hand man and confidential friend of 
his employers. 
On one occasion they sent 
him East to purchase machinery, and gave 
him -740,000 for the purpose. 
He trans­ 
acted the business, as his employers grate­ 
fully acknowledged, better than they could 
have done. 
He was trusted in all things, 
and 
he 
proved 
faithful 
in 
all 
things. 
But after many years of experi­ 
ence, after a probation sufficient to have 
established any man’s character, the aud- 
den information that this long-trusted man 
bad once been a convict instantly banished 
all the memories of his fidelity and honesty, 
and one of his employers was thrown into 
a perfect passion of horror aud fear by the 
intelligence. 
Captain Lees played a very 
noble part in this story. 
He placed the 
facts before the alarmed business man, 
showed him how utterly unjust aud shame­ 
ful his suspicions were, and by administer­ 
ing to him a sharp and seasonable rebuke 
for his want of faith and reason, suceeeded 
in dissipating his apprehensions, and bring­ 
ing him to a sense of his obligations. 
In 
this case the timely interposition of Cap­ 
tain Lees undoubtedly saved the reformed 
man from a blow which must have gone far 
towards robbing him of all hope, and might 
well have thrust him back into his old evil 
courses. 
B at there are not many such instances of 
fortunate endings to ca3es of the kind. The 
rule ¡3 that when an employer discovers 
that some one of his employes is a former 
ccnvict he waits for nothing more, but in­ 
stantly and with anger discharges the un­ 
fortunate. 
Not only this, but he is tolera­ 
bly certain to reproach the ex-convict with 
having obtained employment under false 
pretenses, though he must be perfectly well 
aware that to advertise his shame would be 
to debar himself from employment com­ 
pletely. 
The fellow workmen of the ex- 
eonvict are quite as intolerant as the em­ 
ployers. They have been known to threat­ 
en a strike unless some such unhappy 
wretch was discharged. 
And in addition 
to the pitiless attitude of society, the con­ 
vict who endeavors to reform is exposed to 
the constant assaults of his former associ­ 
ates in evil. 
These latter give him no 
peace after they have once found him out. 
They levy hush-money and blackmail upon 
him. 
They threaten him with exposure. 
And after draining his pockets and ruin­ 
ing his prospects, they often succeed iu 
dragging him back to perdition. 
"What is the liberated convict to do 
under these circumstances ? The fiction of 
the law is to the effect that when he leaves 
the prison he has expiated his offense. 
But this is only a fiction. 
The grim fact 
is th at he 
“ drag3, at each remove, a 
“ lengthening c h a in ;” that he goes forth 
enveloped in a prison atmosphere, which 
isolates him from his fellows ; that society 
refuses to forgive him ; that once a convict 
he is always a convict; that no amount of 
good conduct, no service to the Stato or 
the nation, no evidence of thorough and 
complete reformation, can secure him, so 
long as he lives, against the sudden resur­ 
rection of his past offense, and the conse­ 
quent fresh condemnation of the com­ 
munity. 
Society iu fact, while clamoring 
to have its criminals reformed, refuses to 
believe th at their reformation is possible. 
Society, which possesses so elastic a con­ 
science that the millionaire who has traded 
through fraud and knavery up to his throat 
is admitted to its inmost circles with 
enthusiastic welcome, is nevertheless so 
prudish in other respects that it insists on 
condemning the man who may have com­ 
m itted but one serious olL-nse in his life, 
to eternal shame and exile. 
It has no pity, 
no forgiveness, no humanity, for this 
wretch, unless indeed he has amassed 
wealth, and then it becomes blind and 
deaf to all the evidences of his criminal 
past. 
Is it not most unreasonable to wonder 
why so many convicts return to their evil 
courses, under the circumstances ? 
W hat 
else can they do ? 
Every door is closed 
against them. 
Every 
brow 
is 
knit 
against them. 
No one will employ them if 
they tell the truth about themselves ; aud 
no one will keep them if the truth is found 
out after they have been employed. 
The 
world demands that they shall be reformed, 
but refuses to assist in the work of reforma­ 
tion, or to evince any confidence in its re­ 
ality. 
The practical verdict of society is 
that they must remain convicts to the end 
of the chapter. 
Clearly it must be hope­ 
less to expect any general elevation of the 
character of our criminals while this taboo 
is kept up. 
And it is the more to be dep­ 
recated because it ¡3 neither consistent nor 
the effect of superior morality. 
The peo­ 
ple who affect horror at convicta consort 
freely with far worse men than often find 
their way into the penitentiary, for it is 
not the absolutely worst men who recruit 
the criminal classes, by any means. 
The 
convict has a right to the opportunity 
of earning an honest living, so far as the 
law goes; but society denies him that 
right. 
In so doing it destroys hiB better 
resolutions, drives him to despair, and 
thrusts him back into crime. 
And just so 
long as society continues to do this it will 
be impassible for the most earnest philan­ 
thropists to effect any extensive reform in 
the criminal classes. 


THE 
GREAT 
STEAMER 
RACE. 


The race between tlie steamers Lord of 
the Isles and Gleneirtney, from Yokohama 
to New York by way of the Suez canal, 
recalls the somewhat similar matches which 
formerly were made between the sailing 
tea ships which plied between China and 
England, and the exciting contests between 
the Australian clippers which a quarter of 
a century ago were the pride and admira­ 
tion of seamen all over the world. 
When 
the great race was sailed between the 
1/ghtning and the Sovereign of the Seas, 
large sums were staked upon the outcome, 
and the respective owners gave their cap­ 
tains such instructions in regard to “ car­ 
rying on ” th at the lives of the crows and 
officers were anything but dull while the 
wind served. 
Those, however, were genu­ 
ine testa of skill in seamanship, drill and 
discipline, and speed, and Dot like this race 
between two steamers, a mere question of 
fuel and machinery. 
And though there is 
something attractive in th e idea of a 
14,000-mile race, th e fact remains th a t 


it was after all an affair of the stoke-hole, 
and th at no superior seamanship carried 
the day. 
W hen the old clippers raced it 
was very different. 
The captains were on 
the strain from tho day they left port 
until they 
took their 
pilots 
home­ 
ward bound. 
Every 
cat’s-paw of 
a 
breeze was made the most of. 
Studding- 
sails were set, alow and aloft, on the least 
apology, and lelt standing until often 
they blew away. 
The question of reefing 
was a very serious one. 
The skipper 
watched his masts as the gale increased, 
aud if he thought they would staud he 
would carry his topgallauts&ils in a close- 
reefed gale. 
These ships were very heav­ 
ily sparred, and spread 
an 
c-normous 
breadth of canvas. 
The Lightning had 
made tw enty knots an hour on several oc­ 
casions, and if we remember right almost as 
much was claimed for her rival. 
Those 
were genuine ocean sailing matches, fit to 
delight a sailor’s heart, aud well calcu­ 
lated to develop all the best qualities 
seamanship in tho men and officers. 
But 
ilowadays it is no longer possible to have 
such stirring contests. 
The noble clipper 
has given place to the fl rating kettle, aud 
a race means no more than so many tons 
of coal and so many revolutions of the 
screw to the minute. 


THE 
MAKER 
CF 
THE 
MACHINES, 


A dispatch from Peoria, Illinois, says : 
“ P. M. Crowe now proclaims his author- 
“ ship of the infernal machines discovered 
“ at Liverpool, and says th at more ore 
“ making in Peoria, and will bo made until 
“ England grants justice to Ireland.” 
If 
this statem ent is authentic Mr. P. M. 
C’rowc is destined to discover that the laws 
of the United. States have something to 
say about his present work, and that 
though this is the "la n d of the free,” it is 
not a land where infernal machines can be 
openly made fcr 
hostile use 
upon a 
friendly country. 
I t is evident that P. M. 
Crowe does not know anything about the 
Navigation laws, which fully provide for 
the exemplary punishment of just such 
offenses as he so candidly confesses, but 
since he has thu3. advertised his respon­ 
sibility in the premise?, the United States 
authorities will no doubt proceed to deal 
with him as the law directs. 
He will 
learn, in a disagreeable way, th at he is 
not free to make war 
upon England 
through the medium of infernal machines, 
or, as it will no doubt be less smoothly put, 
to plot assassination and the destruction 
of the property of a foreign power. 
There 
is no liberty for such work as this under 
the U nited States laws, and Mr. P. M. 
Crowe will have to master that truth. 
As 
moreover his infernal machines have really 
been much more a menace to the American 
tourists proceeding to Europe than to the 
hated Saxon, he will obtain very little 
sympathy on this side of the water.

THE 
SLING-SHOT 
NUISANCE. 


Some active measures ought to be taken 
to put a stop to the sling-shot nuisance 
which has for some time past been creating 
havoc among the window panes, with an 
occasional serious accident.

such force as to kill a pigeon.

It shows that the kind of “ sport” which 
these so-called toys afford is really danger­ 
ous to the public, and therefore it follows 
that the practice should be stopped. 
We 
recommend the Trustees not to hesitate 
until some fatal accident has resulted from 
the reckless use of the sling shots, but to 
prohibit them at once.

Brown's Valley yesterday an Ajiptal re­ 
porter visited the debris dam in the Yuba 
river. 
Standing upon the elevated plain 
and looking debrisward, over w hat was 
once rich bottom land, the eye beholds a 
vast desertof white aud glistening sand aud 
gravel, relieved by occasional patches of 
willow. 
Through this sea of dry sand the 
course of the dam can be traced by the line 
of green shoots which spring from the wil­ 
lows of which it is composed. This struct­ 
ure, at least as much as can be seen of it 
from the shore end, appears to be half­ 
buried in debris. 
It is not a daring pre­ 
diction to say that, should 
aa 
much 
sand and gravel be washed down upon it 
next winter as it met last winter, next sum­ 
mer will find it buried out of sight, its loca­ 
tion marked only by a rolling wave of 
debris and that verdant fringe of willow 
shoots which now ornaments the structure 
and gives delight to Hamilton Smith. 
It 
is evident, however, to any uuprejudiced 
observer, that the dam has arrested the 
flow of great quantities of debris. 
This 
arrested debris can be seen banked up 
against the up-river Bide of the dam and 
sloping away to a considerable distance 
From the top of the dam. 
It is also evi­ 
dent, to any disinterested person, th at tho 
deposit of debris on the down-river fide of 
the dam, and for a considerable distance 
from it, is greater than the deposit above. 
There is conclusive evidence that vast 
quantities of debris flowed over the dam 
last winter. —[ Marysville Appeal, July 31 st.

However that may 
be, and however great the coale that may be 
heaped upon the writer’s head for this criti­ 
cism, it must be said that these women are 
SPLENDID WALKERS, 
And get over the hills with surprising agility, 
and tramp, tramp about this camp with to 
apparent fatLue. They have found hearty 
welcome, and no men c uld he more sincerely 
cordial in their bid to good cheer, or more 
gallant and attentive than the officers and 
men of the First Artillery Regiment are to 
these guests. 
Sunday was an exceedingly pleasant day in 
camp. The men were merry without boister­ 
ousness, and sober and discreet without being 
distant. The men iu several of the companies 
spent part of the day in decorating their 
tents and avenues. Company A has the fiuest- 
dressed avenue, and when lighted up last- 
night it was exceedingly handsome and at­ 
tracted a great many visitors. 
The tines1- 
decorated tent is that of Sergeant Rivett’s 
mess in Company G. Outside of these come 
the very handsome 
quarters of Captain 
Houghton in the artillery camp. 
Colonel 
Raymond's quarters are not yet completed in 
detail. 
Outside the company avenues the 
spot that attracts most attention is Press 
avenue (to the right and rear of headquar­ 
ters), at the head of which stand 
“ THE RECORD-Ü5ION” qCARTEKS 
Consisting of a fine large wall tent, with 
a bric-a-brac front, as huge as the tent 
itself, and ornamented with a large American 
flag and a mamninth Japanese umbrella 
cover, the whole flanked by rows of ever­ 
green trees cnt and placed in position to suit. 
It is admittedly the coolest and most inviting 
spot iu the camp, by reason of its shaded 
location and artificial protections from heat. 
Sunday 304 guests specially called to pay 
their compliments to these press headquarters, 
and large numbers of others made general 
calls. 
THE CAMP GROUND, 
Which we ail expected to find uncomfortable, 
is quite the contrary. 
It ¡8 on high, hard, 
dry ground, is finely shaded, and is up in the 
region of a pure atmosphere, that has an in­ 
vigorating influence upon visitors from tlie 
valley. The parade ground is rather con­ 
fined in width, but the tenting ground accom­ 
modations are superior. The camp is a per­ 
fect square, with the artillery on the west 
and north, the infantry on the east aud 
south, aud headquarters at the extreme 
southeast. 
The programme for the week is full of in­ 
terest, and now that the camp is in order the 
s-rious buriness of the encampment will 
begin and the public will have au opportunity 
to note what, if any, progress is being made 
by the National Guardsmen, and the men 
may as well make up their minds to be closely 
watched and frec-ly criticised, for the people 
are watching them with a view of determin­ 
ing if their money is well expended in these 
efforts to improve our system cf citizen 
soldieiy. 
THE B0Y3 AT WORK, 
The scenea in the camp to-day foreshadowed 
hard work to come. After the morning duties 
the troops were marched to Glenbrook l’ark, 
where for two aud a half hours they endured 
a battalion drill. As it was their first, some 
of the miner companies were timid and feared 
the ordeal. However, it was quite as good 
as was looked for. For tlie first time Colonel 
Haymend wbh severe, aud evidently, with 
his corps of advisers, proposes to get the best 
possible results out of the encampment.

A fter a spirited debate 
upon the m atter and the situation, the 
amendment was lost. 
A yes—Bailey, Beclc- 
ley and B lair; noes—Butler, Christy, D re­ 
man aud Wilson. 
A nother long discussion followed upon the 
original motion of Mr. W ilron, and upon a 
vote bring taken it was adopted. 
Ayes— 
Blair, Butler, Drem an and Wilson ; noes— 
Bailey, Beckley aud Blair. 
M r. Blair then made a motion to reconsider 
and rescind the action of the Board taken on 
the 15th of July, reducing the assessment 
upon the railroad property in the county. A 
warm debate followed, in which all the mem­ 
bers participated, hut after full expression of 
views as to the condition into which m atters 
had resolved themselves and as to the proba­ 
ble action of the State Board should the 
assessment upon the railroad property be 
allowed to stand as at present, a vote was 
taken and the action of the Board in reducing 
the railroad assessments was reconsidered and 
rescinded.

LEGAL OPINION 
UPON 
EQUALIZATION. 
SOCIAL AND PERSONAL. 


In the opinion subm itted yesterday by* 
D istrict A ttorney II. L. Buckley as to the 
power of the County Beard of Equalization 
to raise or reducá the entire assessment roli 
of the county, the subject was carefully and 
fully considered, and from the decision ren­ 
dered in the W ells-Fargo case by the Su­ 
preme Court, which was referred to and 
quoted quite at length, the opinion was given 
th at the Board was not empowered to make 
such changes in the rolls. 
The D istrict A t­ 
torney refers to Section 3673 of the Revised 
Statutes, as amended iu 1SS0, which reads as 
follows: “ The Board hss power, after giving 
notice in such m annir as it may by rule pre­ 
scribe. to increase or lower the entire assess­ 
m ent roll, or any assessment c : stained there­ 
in, so as to equalize the assessment of the 
property contained jn said roll, and make the 
assessment conform to the true value of such 
property ia money.” 
While this sectfcm in 
itself gave direct and conclusive authority 
to 
the 
Board 
to 
make a total reduc­ 
tion 
or 
increase, 
it 
was 
shown, 
by 
its 
interpretation 
iu 
the 
W ells-Fargo 
case,that it is inconsistent wiih other portions 
of the same statute, and with the object for 
which the Board is established, and th at the 
Supreme Conrt decided the question defi­ 
nitely by declaring th at the County Boards 
have power only to increase or lower the in­ 
dividual assessments upon the roll, to make 
them equal with each other and equivalent 
to the true value in money of the property 
assessed. 
In addition to the above deduction cf the 
law as defined by the Supreme Court, the 
D istrict A t’orney says iu conclusion : “ A 
reduction of the assessment roll forty f ur 
per cent, is not in ar.y sense of the word an 
equalization of county taxes, because each 
taxpayer under the reduction will be required 
to pay precisely the same amount of county 
taxes as he would without the reduction, and 
the same inequalities existing before exist af­ 
ter the reduction.”

The President's Condition. 
E xecctivk M a n sio n, W ashington, August 
l<=t—7 P. M.—The President remained with 
hie head and shoulders elevated until time for 
dressing hie wound this evening. I t continues 
to progress in a satisfactory manner, and dis­ 
charges a healthy pus freely from the deeper 
as well as from the superficial portier. 
He 
has taken nourishment welL. and in sufficient 
quantities, aud in all respects continues te do 
well. The rise of temperature this afternoon 
was slight. A t present his pulse is 104, tem- 
peratuie 99 5, rospiration 20.

W ashington, A ugust 1st.—A t midnight 
the President is bleeping finely, and Dr. Bliss 
says he is getting well as fast as he could ex­ 
pect. 
The Bullo! Definitely Locat’d. 
E xecltivk M ansion, W ashington, Aug­ 
ust 1st—11:45 A. 51.—The President is passing 
a quiet aud comfortable day. 
Under the 
supervision 
of 
the 
attending surgeons, 
Professors Bell aud Taiuter this morn­ 
ing made another application to the patient’s 
body of the electrical apparatus known as the 
induction balance, with a view of completing 
the tests of Saturday, which were not en­ 
tirely conclusive, and of ascertaining defi­ 
nitely and certainly, if possible, the location 
of the ball. 
Professors Bell and Tainter 
have been almost constantly engaged two 
weeks in experiments with this induction 
balance. They have also made many im­ 
provements which greatly add to its efficacy. 
They tried this improved apparatus upon the 
President s bod}’ for the first time last Satur­ 
day, and although it indicated fairly the loca­ 
tion of the ball, it was afterwards found to be 
slightly out of adjustment, and the experi­ 
ment was not regarded as conclusive. The 
result of tht3 morning’s test, however, is en- 
terely satisfactory both to Professors Beil and 
Tainter, and to the attending surgeons. It 
is now unanimously agreed that the location 
of the ball has been ascertained with reason­ 
able exactness and ceitainty, and that it lies, 
as heretofore stated, in the front wall of the 
abdomen, immediately over the groin, about 
five inches below and to the right of the naval. 
W ashington, August 1st.—The experi­ 
ments this morning were repeated several 
times, and were made by Professors Bell and 
Tainter independently, so as to guard as far 
as possible against errors arising from the 
faulty prescriptioa of a single individual, or 
from one person’s mistaken judgment on the 
comparative intensity of the sounds. In 
every instance, however, when the small 
disks attached to the michine were placed in 
such a position on the patient’s body as indi­ 
cated the location of the black or blue spot 
which appeared ou the lower right side of 
the abdomen soon after the President was 
shot, the listener at the microphone said he 
perceived the signs of disturbance. I t made 
no difference whether the 
experimenters 
could see the disk or not. Whenever they 
were placed in that particular position, they 
became instantly aware of the fact, and an­ 
nounced it. 
The experiments were varied 
and continued, until all were convinced that 
the bnllet had been found, or had, at least, 
been located. The ball must be within 2\ 
inches of the surface. The surgeons do not 
intend to remove the ball at present.

and the other sent O’Mara to the hospital 
with a dangerous and perhaps fatal wound in 
the head. Both negroes were arrested. 
Fatal Jralonsy—A Desperate Row. 
Chicago, August 1st,—-Tack Slanners shot 
and killed hi3 mistress, Lizzie Cleveland, to­ 
night, on Clark street, at a house of ill-fame. 
Jealousy was the cause. 
There was a row at 42 Rebecca street to­ 
night of considerable importance. It orig­ 
inated in a quarrel between Tom Cahill, a 
sewer worker, about 20 years of age, who 
fired a shot at a boy named Chris. Dixon, 
who hid tormented him. 
Dixon complained 
to policeman Ray, but ho was prevented by 
Tom's mother and brothers from arresting 
young Cahill. Ray summoned a police wagon, 
and several officers attempted to enter the 
house, which in the meantime had been bar­ 
ricaded. Finally the door was forced open and 
Tom Cahill fired a bullet into officer O’Bri­ 
en’s breast, just above the heart, inflicting a 
probably mortal wcund. 
He also ahot officer 
Ray in the head, but not fatally. During the 
melee Tom received a wound in the body, 
which is supposed to have passed through his 
liver, and will prove fatal. 
His mother was 
also shot. The arrest was made finally, and 
the bloody pistol, reloaded, was found con­ 
cealed in the bedding.

Tho following item, from the Redwood 
City Times and Gazette, in relation to the 
hindrance by fog of gathering tho grain 
crop in that vicinity, will be regarded by 
the farmers of the interior as indicating a 
condition for which they would not wish to 
exchange their reliable dry climate dur­ 
ing the grain-cutting season. 
It says : 
" During the p u t week the fogs have pre­ 
vailed to such an extent that the farmers 
are put back a little in their harvesting. 
The farmers will be busily engaged in cut­ 
ting grain when the weather permits, and 
then stacking follows. 
Binding is done 
with nearly all the wheat, but white men 
will not bind, and Chinamen are scarce. In 
about four weeks thrashing will begin in 
earnest, aud this year’s harvest wijl closa 
at least one month earlier than last year.’’ 
The Red Bluff Sentinel says : Our atten­ 
tion has several times been attracted by 
S. F. Frank to the monster fruits th at ho 
succeeds in growing on Jefferson street, 
but this morniDg he excelled all his previous 
showing in a bunch of monster grasses, 
about two weeks short of their full growth. 
They are of tho Rose of Peru variety, 
have a beautiful colar, and are as large and 
much resemble prunes. 
The grapes were 
compactly grown on tho bunch, which con­ 
tained twenty-eight grapes that took up a 
space about six inches long and four inches 
in diameter. 
The remarkable size proves 
how well adapted our county is to grape- 
growing, Mr. Frank assuring us th at but 
little attention has been paid to the vine 
from whence these grapes came, and the 
fortune that straits thoso who will go into 
tho business of grape-growing for wine­ 
making.

T1IE A PA CH E M ASSACRE. 
America Lomprax, of Natchitoches, La., 
arrived in this city t j-day from Mexico. 
He 
was with the party of surveyors that weie 
attacked by Apaches south of El Paso, State 
of Chihuahua, and thirteen killed. Lomprax 
says he joined the party the day before 
the attack. 
The night before tbe mas­ 
sacre he lost a horse and a hired boy, and 
thought he saw Indians signs. The next day 
the partv started on, and he lingered half a 
mile behind. 
When the party got among 
the sand hills the fighting began. Lomprax 
says the party were well armed and brave 
men, but had no leader. 
They did not know 
how to fight Indians. 
He tried to join the 
party, but was taken prisoner by the Indians, 
and would have been killed, but bis lost 
Mexican boy appeared and told the Indians 
he was wealthy, and would be ransomed. He 
was secured and could not see the fight. The 
surveyors fought desperately against the In­ 
dians, who numbered 45 or 46, of whom six 
were killed and nine wounded. 
All the 
whites were killed, six of them 
being 
dispatched while lying on the field wounded. 
Lomprax says the Indians were under rigid 
discipline. 
After the battle the Indians 
took Lomprax into the Sierra mountains, 
where they buried their dead. 
For a week 
or more tho Indians depredated around Uris, 
in Sonora, committing a number of mur­ 
ders. They went down the coast of the Gulf 
of California, and in crossing to an island 
Lomprax made his escape and got safely to 
Guavmas, of er i. severe five days’ tramp. 
Lomprax says the Indians were under com­ 
mand of Vistorio, as he knew that chief very 
well by sight. Lomprax is on his way to 
Washington, to Jay the subject of the mas­ 
sacre before the Government. 


LITTLE G IR L FATALLV RURN ED. 
Annie Hopkins, 8 years old, was burned 
so badly to-day in the yard of the Bryant- 
street school that she will die.
